Reports  that  the  French  wheat  acreage  is  20  per  cent  less  than  last 
year  have  appeared  in  American  newspapers,  accredited  to  Associated  Press. 
This  report  is  denied  by  the  French  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  according  to 
a  cable  received  April  4  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture 
at  Rome.    Official  estimates  of  the  acreage  vri.ll  not  be  released  by  the 
French  Ministry  until  after  April  27. 

No  hew  acreage  estimates  have  been  received  during  the  week  and  the 
situation  still  shows  a  decrease  of  4*5  per  cent  in  the  total  for  wheat  and 
an  increase  of  less  than  one  per  cent  for  rye. 


Reports  that  the  Italian  hemp  seed  supply  was  short  seem  to  have 
been  exaggerated  according  to  cabled  information  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  and  American  Consuls  in  Italy  .     Some  seed  shortage 
is  reported  but  the  crop  is  entirely  planted  and  most  sections  report  in- 
creases over  last  year.    In  the  Ferrara  district  producing  about  35  Per  cent 
of  the  Italian  hemp,  area  is  reported  to  be  about  5 8 „ COO  acres  compared  with 
50,000  acres  last  year.    The  districts  of  3ologna,  Naples  and  Caserta 
produce  about  47  per  cent  of  the  total  and  while  no  acreage  figures  have 
been  received  from  these  sections  increases  are  reported.     [The  total  Italian 
acreage  last  year  was  143,0G0  acres,  compared  with  132,000  acres  the 
preceeding  year.

Rice  production  in  Japan  in  1923  is  now  estimated  at  8, 712, '499 
short  tons  of  cleaned  rice,  instead  of  9»151»273  short  tons  as  previously 
estimated  for  the  same  year,  compared  with  9*533f371  short  tons  in  1922.

The  London  Board  of  Trade  Journal  for  March  20,  I92U  in  addition 
to  the  above  information  from  the  Official  Gazette  says  that  statements 
appearing  in  the  Japanese  press  indicate  that  there  is  likely  to  "be  a 
deficit  of  over  300,000  short  tons  of  rice  during  the  present  year  and 
that  this  amount  vri.ll  have  to  he  imported  from  abroad. 

Associated  with  this  question  of  deficit  in  supply  is  that  of  the 
import  tariff  on  foreign  rice,  "which  has  been  remitted  since  September  12th, 
It  is  believed  that  the  Government  proposes  to  extend  the  period  of  free 
importation,  which  expires  March  31.  until  October  yi. 


AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  GREATER  IN  VALUE. 


The  total  value  of  the  exports  of  "che  principal  agricultural  products 
from  the  United  States  for  the  eight  months  ending  February  29,  192U,  was 
nearly  100  million  dollars  greater  than  for  the  same  period  the  preceeding 
year.    Exports  were  valued  at  $1,308, 238,000  compared  with  $1,233,716,000 
for  the  sane  period  one  year  ago*    This  is  an  increase  of  6  per  cent. 

Although  exports  of  grains  and  sugar  continue  definitely  behind 
those  of  last  year  cotton  and  tobacco  show  marked  increases  indicating  a 
somewhat  greater  demand  for  these  commodities.    The  higher  prices  for 
cotton  which  have  prevailed  this  season  have  played  no  little  part  in 
swelling  the  total  value  of  all  products  exported. 

Coupled  with  the  higher  values  and  increased  exports  of  cotton, 
increases  are  seen  in  meats,  canned  milk  and  apples.    Meat  exports  for  the 
period  under  revie\7  were  lU  per  cent  greater  than  last  year  with  lard, 
hams,  fresh  pork  and  tallow  leading  in  this  improved  movement.  Exports 
of  condensed  and  evaporated  milk  and  of  fresh  and  dried  apples  have  been 
from  70  to  125  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

CUBAN  SUGAR  PRODUCTION. 

The  total  Cuban  sugar  production  up  to  March  29  as  reported  by  T7illett 
and  Gray  amounts  to  2,870,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  2,73*4,000  short  tons 
to  the  same  date  last  year.    I76  centrals  continue  at  work  although  one  central 
finished  and  another  commenced  grinding  during  the  week.     Three  centrals  have 
now  completed  grinding  with  a  total  production  of  29,704  short  tons  as  compared 
with  a  total  outturn  of  30,708  short  tons  for  the  same  centrals  during  the 
1922-23  campaign.

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.PORK  PRODUCTION  ABROAD. 


Pork  production  in  the  most  important  hog  raising  countries  of  western 
Europe  is  still  continuing  on  a  high  level,  and  there  are  as  yet  no  indications 
that  slaughtering  is. slowing  up.    Prices  continue,  below  the  cost  of  production 
and  it  seems  likely  that  marketing  will  continue  heavy  until  the  surplus  of 
animals  have  been  disposed  of. 

Danish  export  slaughterings  for  1923  constitute  a  record  for  that  coun- 
try reaching  their  highest  point  in  November  when  334, 4C9  hogs  were  killed. 
Figures  are  not  available  for  I92H,  but  British  imports  of  bacon  from  Denmark 
in  February  indicate  that  slaughterings  during  the  month  must  have  been  nearly 
equal  to  that  occuring'in  October  and  November. 

Purchases  of  hogs  by  Irish  bacon  curers,  although  somewhat  smaller  than 
in  the  late  fall  are  running  more  than  1+0  per  cent  above 'those  of  a  year  ago. 
The  number  of  fat  pigs-  coming  to  certain  representative  markets  in  England  and 
T/ales  is  reported  to  have  dropped  off  considerably  during  January  and  February, 
and  is  below  figures  for  a  year  ago.    Nevertheless,  domestic  and  Irish  supplies 
of  pork  in  the  Central  markets  of  London  during  those  two  months  were  more  than 
double  the  supplies  entering  in  the  same  period  in  1923* 

The  German  slaughtering  situation  is  now  more,  favorable  than  at  any  time 
since  the  war.    Marketing  of  hogs  continues  to  increase  under  the  stimulus 
of  stabilized  currency,  and  the  need  of  cash  by  farmers  for  taxes  and  other 
purposes.    Germany  has  a  considerable  number  of  hogs  for  slaughter,  and  prices 
are  still  favorable  to  production  though  not  by  such  a  wide  margin  as  existed 
in  the  fall.    It  seems  probable  that  relatively  heavy  slaughter  will  continue 
for  sometime  yet  provided  that  the  currency  remains  stable.

AMERICAN  MI  SINS  IN  CHINA. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  sale  of  American  raisins  in  all  of  Southern 
China  did  not  exceed  1,000  boxes  of  45  lbs.  each.    These  sales  were 
practically  confined  to  the  foreign  residents  of  Hongkong.  Dealers 
at  Hongkong  report  that  the  1924  sales  in  Hongkong  will  probably  exceed 
50,000  cases,  practically  90  percent  of  which  will  be  imported  from  the 
United  States  and  the  balance  from  Australia  says  Consul  General  William 
H.  Gale. 


Fully  90  percent  of  the  Hongkong  imports  are  reexported  to  inter- 
ior points.     The, reasons  for  the  large  increase  in  sales  are  that  by  per- 
sistent advertising  end  the  adoption  of  satisfactory  sales  methods  on  the 
part  of  American  exporters  the  native  Chinese  were  gradually  educated  to 
the  use  of  raisins  as  a  sweetmeat.     The  raisins  are  shipped  to  representa- 
tives of  American  firms  in  Hongkong  who,  in  turn,  place  distribution  and 
sales  in  the  hands  of  well  known  Chinese 'firms  having  connections  in  Canton 
Amoy,  Foochow,  ITuchow  and  other  cities. 
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BUTTER  AFD  CHEESE  IHDUSTRY  IF  RUSSIA,  1923. 

The  re-appearance  of  Russian  dairy  produce  on  the  foreign  markets 
has  "been  welcomed  by  the  older  English  firms  that  used  to  "buy  Siberian 
"butter  in  former  years  and  has  induced  them  to  look  forward  to  Dig  supplie 
of  Siberian  "butter,  which  was  replaced  during  the  war,  and  in  the  post-war 
period  by  increased  importations  of 'Hew  Zealand  and  Argentine  produce. 
Approximately  100,000  casks  of  Siberian  butter  were  exported  during  the 
year  1923.     This  represents  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  pre-war  produc- 
tion; but  the  revival  of  former  trade  relations  and  the  influx  of  British 
capital  will  give  an  impetus  to  this  branch  of  Siberian  agriculture.    .  . 

The  cheese-making  industry  in  Vi/estern  Siberia  is  of  recent  origin, 
the  factories  being  concertra-ted  chiefly  in  the  Altay  District.  Hearly 
all  the.  cheese-making  factories  belong  to  cooperative  societies.

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CHINESE  IAIEY  INDUSTRY. 

Dairyraen  find  an  increasing  demand  in  China  for  cow's  milk,  both 
"because  of  the  increasing  number  of  foreigners  here  and  the  growing  number 
of  Chinese  who  understand  the  value  of  dairy  products  as  food.  Some 
dairies  have  been  serving  customers  for  a  number  of  years,  and  other  dairy 
farms  are  "being  started* 

Foreign  dairies  in  Shanghai  find  it  best  to  import  animals  of  foreign 
stock,  as  they  give  richer  milk  and  larger  quantities. than  do  cows  which 
have  not  "been  subject  to  the  many  generations  of  selective  breeding  which 
the  European  strains  have  undergone. 

In  Shanghai  the  health  department  of  the  International  and  the  French 
Concessions  have  regulation  for  inspecting  and  licensing  dairies.    To  pass 
the  Shanghai  Health  Department's  test,  milk  must  contain  a  minimum  of  8,5

Experiments  have  been  carried  out  in  the  South  of  China  at  the 
Canton  Christain  College  with  the  idea  of  discovering  if  it  may  not  be 
feasible  to  use  water  buffaloes  as  milk-producing  animals.,    The  milk  of 
the  water  buffalo  is  pure  white  and  butter  made  from  the  milk  is  the  same 
color.    It  is  wholesome  and  palatable  when  produced  under  sanitary 
conditions.    Students  and  teachers,  both  European  and  Chinese,  at  the 
College  prefer  buffalo  milk  to  cowls  milk.    One  of  the  reasons,  perhaps, 
why  few  buffalo  cows  are  used  for  dairy  purposes  in  China  is  that  they 
give  but  little  milk,  and  while  the  milk  contains  about  three  and  one-half 
times  as  much  fat  and  nearly  twice  as  much  total  solids  as  does  cow1  s  milk, 
it  usually  sells  for  the  same  price.    Animals  which  were  selected  from 
herds  of  ordinary  buffalo  cows,  produce  as  much  as  10  pounds  of  milk  a  day 
for  several  months. 

China  is  becoming  a  consumer  of  condensed  milk,  although  it  is 
yet  a  luxury  for  most  Chinese*     Several  companies  which  import  milk  are 
attempting  in  Shanghai  and  elsewhere  to  advertise  their  product  to  the 
middle  and  lower  classes.

The  total  number  of  persons  employed  on  farms 
during  1922-23  was  1U6.3SO,  as  against  135,395  during  1921-22,  and  increase 
of  10,9S5,  or  nearly  0  per  cent.    Four-fifths  of  this  increase  took  place 
in  the  dairy  industry,  which  represents  the  largest  section  of  rural 
employment  in  Nev:  Zealand.      The  total  number  employed  in  dairying  \7ere

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CANADIAN  FLAX  SEED  MAEKS2 . 


There  was  a  sluggish  demand  for  Canadian  flax  seed  during  the 
month,  of  February,  says  Consul  Dudley  Swyre  at  Fort  7/illiam  and  Port  Arthur. 
The  American  demand  which  governs  the  Canadian  market  was  particularly  low 
owing  to  the  large  crop  in  Argentina.    The  total  inspections  of  the  1923 
crop  up  to  March  1,  1924,  amounted  to  3t 995*000  "bushels  which  indicates 
that  more  than  3t 000 ,000  bushels  still  remained  in  country  elevators  or 
in  farmers'  hands  on  March  1,  since  the  final  estimate  of  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics  placed  the  total  crop  at  7>000,000  bushels.  Total 
receipts  of  Canadian  flax  seed  at  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur  during 
the  first  six  months  of  the  1923-24  crop  year  (from  September  1,  1923 
to  February  29,  1924)  amounted  to  3.'**65,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
2,225,000  bushels  for  the  corresponding  months  of  the  previous  season,. 
Total  shipments  from  those  points  during  that  period . amounted  to 
3,409,000  bushels  as  compared  with  2,047,000  bushels  for  the  first 
half  of  the  previous  sea-son. 
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
